. Ernie Vcstcr, 63, of Trevor, 
Wis., received a two- to five- 
year sentence iii the Illinois 
State prison for reckless 
homicide in the traffic acci- 
dent which resulted in, the 
deaths of Robert Bruce, 10, 
of Antioch, and Deitise Chris- 
tophcrson, 2Vz months old, of 
South Bcloit,. Wis. 

Vcster was sentenced last 
Friday by Circuit Judge Phil- 
ip W. Yager. He had pre- 
viously pleaded guilty to the 
charge. of reckless homicide 
and had admitted he had 
been drinking before the ac- 
cident occurred. 

The sentence is the stiffest 
one meted out for a traffic 
death in Lake County history. 
Asst. State's Attorney Jack 
Hoogasian said . there were 
probably several reasons for 



the severe sentence. "The 
two deaths," he said, "'were 
a hideous thing. Also, there 
was no doubt of Vcster's 
guilt, or that he had been 
drinking heavily." 

"Maybe," Hoogasian said, 
"this sentence will make peo- 
ple realize that a single will- 
ful or wanton act can lead to 
the death of another person." 
Judge Yager pointed out, 
Hoogasian said, that the rise 
in traffic deaths in Lake 
County must be stopped. 

The accident for which 
Vcstcr was Indicted occurred 
on Sept 8 on Route 173 near 
Deep Lake Road. At tho 
time of the accident,' Vcstcr 
said a car carrying lumber 
had passed him, and the lum-

beds for citizens in need of 
mental treatment. 

The success story of mental 
health in Illinois began in the 
fall of 19(10, when the people 
of our state voted a $150 mil- 
lion bond issue for welfare 
purposes. My election was 
simultaneous with (lie bond 
approval. Five days later [ 
made by first cabinet appoint- 
•ntenl — Dr. Francis J. CJerty 
as director of the Department 
of Public Welfare, the first 
psychiatrist ever named to 
this important position. 

At my suggestion, the Gen- 
• eral Assembly streamlined 
and more sharply defined the 
duties of the department in a 
new Department of Mental 
Health, still headed by Dr. 
Gerty and later by another 
outstanding psychiatrist, Dr. 
Harold Visotsky. Meanwhile, 
it had become obvious that, 
the best solution to the press- 



program would take the 
strain off the large and over- 
crowded stale hospitals. 

Plans for the new clinic- 
type institutions were drawn 
in each of six /ones, to be 
located so that no person 
who lived in one of the zones 
would have to travel more 
than 00 minutes to reach a 
clinic. More than $02 mil- 
lion from the welfare bond 
issue money was allotted to 
the *new institutions, along 
With a new center for men- 
tolly retarded children locat- 
ed at Genitalia, 

This careful planning is 
now paying off. The iCen- 
tralia hospital is ncaring com- 
pletion. Ground has been 
broken for two of the clinics, 
at Chicago and Decatur. With- 
in (lie next six months ground 
will be broken for additional 
clinics at Rockford, Peoria, 
Springfield and Champaign, 
plus a second one in Chi- 
cago. 

In addition, work has be- 
gun on most of 71 major 
building projects at existing 
institutions and will have 
begun on all of them by early 
summer. 

Work Is also well along 
on a new children's center at 
Harrisburg, which is being 
paid for from the Mental 
Health Fund. The Mental 
Health Fund is comprised 
solely of monies collected for

During baby's early [months, 
it is important' that he bo al- 
lowed to experiment, with 
sound. .This is baby's pre- 
llnguist'tc stage when his ..ex- 
pressions are. self-taught. He 
learns to develop all the 
muscles later used in speech.; 
He* learns to swallow, coo,' 
burp, cry and breathe. He 
discovers tone, inflection and 
rhythm. 

When baby Is between. the 
ages of seven and nine 
months, he reaches the lin- 
guistic stage in his speech de- 
velopment. At. this stage 
baby usually Is. ready to learn 
a language, to associate sound 
with objects, person and con- 
cept. It is at. this stage that 
parents, can. play an import- 
ant role in baby's speech de- 
velopment. 

-As baby reaches the lin- 
guistic stage,, mother moves 
from hor passive role to an 
extremely active one. Her 
first contribution' is perhaps 
an unconscious one. She re- 
sponds warmly when 'baby 
uses syllables such as "iftd 
ma" and "da da'" which arc' 
meaningful to her. As the 
child associates pleasurable 
sounds with specific persons 
and objects, he begins to 
realize two tilings: 1) that 
sounds bring pleasure to 
other people who hear them; 
2) through sounds, he can get 
the things he wants. 

It Is here where our Atom- 
ic Ago society can fall the 
child. Fifty years ago, or 
even 25, families grew up as 
a unit with parent, children 
and, perhaps, relatives spend- 
ing a good deal of the time 
under tho same roof. There 
was plenty of opportunity for 
verbal communication. A 
baby could absorb as much 
speech as his capabilities 
would allow. 

Today, father rarely sees 
his child because lie rises 
early to get to work and re- 
turns home .after baby"s bod- 
time. Mother has so much 
outsido the home competing 
for her attention that without 
realizing It she is apt to cater

However, when 
only one side of the fact has- 
been affected, there is always 
the possibility of tho other 
being infected later. 

Because of the highly con- 
tagious character of the dis- 
ease, patients with mumps 
should beMsolatcd. Liquids 
and semi-solid foods, free of
